A considerable majority of persons belonging to the Sche 
duled Castes and Scheduled Cribes in this Territory are 
landless. Their landlessness has resulted in keeping them 
in a constant fear of insecurity , particularly in the case of 
agricultural workers. 

With a view to remedy the above to some extent , Govern 
ment of Goa , Daman and Diu has decided to give priority 
to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes for allotment of 
undeveloped agricultural waste lands owned by the Govern 
ment. However , as this effort alone may not help in solving 
the problem , the Administrator of Goa , Daman and Diu is 
pleased to sanction the following schenie of assistance to 
persons belonging to Scheduled Castes /Scheduled Tribes for 
purchase of agricultural lands other than those held by then 
or by any other person from the family as tenant, under 
Delegation of Financial Power Rules , 1958 . 


:12 . Applications for financial assistance under this scheme 
shall be submitted to the concerned Block Development Offi 
cer in the prescribed form along with the following docu 
ments : --- 

( i ) All documents specified in rule 11 above ; 
(ii ) Statement of consent signed by the vendor and his / 

her spouse jointly , in case the vendor is inarried ; 
( iii ) Certificate of reasonableness of the cost of land 

from the Mamlatdar of the Taluka in which the 
land is situated . 


1.3 . The Block Development Officer shall forward the appli 
cation along with the above documents , with his recomien 
dation , to the sanctioning authority . 


THE SCHEME 


14. The Block Development Officer shall release the sanc 
tioned financial assistance in lump sum to the beneficiary 
after obtaining from the latter an undertaking in viriting 
in form of an agreement bond so prescribed for the purpose,

1. The Collector of Goa , Collector of Daman and Civil 
Administrator of Diu shall be competent to sanction the 
financial assistance under the scheme to a person belonging 
to Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes lierein after referred 
to as « beneficiary » . 

2. The term « Agricultural land under the scheme shall 
mean « land which is used or is capable of being used for 
raising food -crops, vegetables, sugarcane and groundnut as 
well as for raising produce from fruit bearing tirees including 
coconut, arecanut, cashew or mango » and the terms « Sche 
duled Castes » and « Scheduled Tribes » shall mean the castes 
and tribes as notified in the Constitution (Goa , Dainan and 
Diu ) Scheduled Castes Order 1968 and the Constitution ( Goa , 
Daman and Diu ) Scheduled Tribes Order , 1968. 

3. For the purposes of this scheme the area . of the land 
permitted for purchase shall not exceed 3 acres per family . 

4. First preference shall be given to person belonging to 
Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes , who are landless or 
displaced Mundkars . For this purpose a lardless person 
shall mean a person who does not hold any agricultural land 
either in his name or in the name of any other member of 
his family whether as an occupant or as a tenant and earns 
his livelihood mainly by mannual labour on land . 

5. Next preference shall be given to those persons belong 
ing to Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes , who hold land 
less than three acres either as occupants or as tenants . 
They shall, however , be entitled to get assistance under this 
scheme for the purchase of only such additional land as to 
make up the total area of three acres . 

6. The beneficiary shall be entitled to purchase land which 
falls either in his village of residence or in an adjoining 
village within seven kms. therefrom . 

7. The Financial assistance under this scheme will not 
be admissible to such of the applicants who have already 
received financial assistance from Government under any 
other scheme/ schemes , in excess of the limit 0.1 Rs. 3000 / -. 

8. The financial assistance tinder the scheme shall be limited 
to the actual cost of land or Rs. 1500 / - whichever is less . 

9. The entire amount of financial assistance shall be 
treated as loan recoverable in 10 annual equal instalments, 
first instalment falling due after 3 years from the date of 
release of financial assistance . 

10. The loan will carry interest at the rate of 8 % per 
annum provided that if instalments of principal and or inte 
rest are paid punctually on the due date the rate shall be 
reduced to 534 .

The working of the socieíy was 
more or less normal from its inception . However, the manage 
ment had failed to convene the annual general meeting of 
the society for the cooperative year 1968-69 before 30-9-139 . 
Neither was ihe meeting convened within the extended period 
i. e , upto 31-12-1969 . 

In view of the above the Chairinan Shri Vithal Govind 
Tari was directed by this office to convene the annual General 
Meeting of the said society but he failed to convene the 
same for one reason or the other . As such the Block Deve . 
lopment Offker , Margao was directed vidc ihis office order 
of even No. dated 24-1-1970 under provisions of sub - section 3 
of Section 76 of the Maharashtra Coop . Societies Act, 1960 
as applied to the Union Territory of Goa , Daman and Din 
to coavene this Special General Body meeting of the aforesaid 
society . However inspite of the Block Development Officers 
cfforts to give wide publicity of the meeting practically no 
members turned up for the meeting in question on the sche 
duled date and time. From the aforesaid facts , it is cmply 
clcar that neither the Managing Committee members nor the 
members of the society in general are interested in the 
working of the society with the result that the working of 
the said society had practically come to a standstill. 

In the light of the above , a notice under Section 78 ( 1 ) 
of the Maharashtra Coop . Societies Act, 1960 as applied 
to the Union Territory of Goa, Daman and Diu read with 
Rule 61 ( 2 ) of the aforesaid Cooperative Societies Rules , 1962 
was issued to all the members of the Managing Committee 
of the aforesaid society requiring them to show cause as to 
why the Managing Committee should not be removed , 

However only one Managing Committee member has sent 
his reply stating that he had no objection if the Managing 
Committee is removed . The remaining eight members have 
failed to reply to the said notice . 

In view of the aforesaid facts and circumstances, I am 
of the opinion , that the present Managing Committee is 
not performiog its duties enjoined on it as per provisions 
of the aforesaid Act , Rules and Bye laws of the society 
and its continuance is not conducive to the interest of the 
society . Moreover , as the working of the society has practi 
cally come to a standstill, it is necessary to put the same 
on sound footing to ensure proper implementation of the 
work undertaken by it. Further, to secure peaceful and 
cooperative atmosphere among its member s , I feel that it 
is better to remove the present Managing Committee and 
therefore I pass the following order :
